Board Refuses 


Tree Removal 


Donald McNeil won’t be allowed 
to cut down an elm tree in Shaw- 


sheen. 

By vote of three-to-two, the 
BPW refused this week to recon- 
sider a previous vote against 
taking down the elm. McNeil 
wanted it down because he said 
it would stand right in front of the 
main door to the drug store he is 
enlarging. 


Opposed, at two different hear- 
ings, were members of the Andover 
Village Improvement Society and 
others, who protested cutting 
down a healthy elm when, they 
said, the drug store could be en- 
larged some other way. 

Discussing the last of the two 
hearings during its meeting Mon- 
day, the BPW heard members 
Francis Reilly and P, LeRoy 
Wilson argue that the tree, al- 
though only partially on McNeil’s 
land, should come down. They 
said he has as much right to en- 
large his business as any other 
firm in the town ‘and Mr. Reilly 
Suggested that the man shouldn’t 
pay taxes on business property if 
he can’t use it. 

Members Alex Henderson and 
David Thompson, with Chairman 
Allan Flye, voted to uphold the 
original decision. Henderson said 
he felt that McNeil could re- 
arrange his building to avoid the 
tree — that no serious engineering 
problems prevent that step. 

When Reilly commented that 
others in town just cut down trees 
and never ask permission, Thomp- 
Son suggested that all building 
permits Carry a statement that no 
town tree be cut down without 
approval from the BPW, It was 
later voted to include that res- 
triction on permits under dis- 
cussion, 

The Board originally had voted 
to disapprove McNeil’s request 
when it appeared that the tree was 
on town land. But it was found 
that the tree is almost a foot on 
the McNeil property with the re- 
mainder on town land. A second

We sincerely hope the meeting proves worthwhile, for 
using the Merrimack seems the only sensible, long-range 
solution to our water supply problems. 

If, however, the gathered officials can’t come up with a 
solution — one that all of them can agree on and work for — 
then we suggest the town may well pursue the idea of 
buying all its water from Lawrence — or at least a large 
part of it — just as Methuen does. 

It already is apparent that Lawrence will be expanding 
its facilities, so that the problem of insufficient water in 
that city becomes more and more remote. 

It may be expensive — more so than having your own 
pumping station. But if a permanent source of water can 
be obtained only in that way, then it may be necessary to 
our future well-being to take steps in that direction. 

We recognize that many towns, more so perhaps than the 
cities, may feel the cost of cleaning up the Merrimack to 
be prohibitive, particularlyif the communities already have 
an ample supply from other sources. And thus it is a real 
possibility that there may be insufficient agreement among 
the officials gathered here July 18 to make the project 
feasible. We

mentioned here of buying directly from Lawrence. 
Punish Those Responsible 


Another startling episode — rather a series of episodes — 
dramatically illustratesthe problems of teen-age vandalism 
that have plagued officials everywhere, including this 
community. 

This time it is the deliberate destruction of facilities 
provided at taxpayers’ expense for the enjoyment of our 
young people. 

We have commented before — and do so again — that in 
many cases the youngsters responsible for this type of 
activity deserve to appear in court to answer for their acts. 

Perhaps the parents should also be taken to court and 
at least be made to feel the weight of public opinion — for 
many times the parents are more to blame for the acts of 
the children than the youngsters are, When a 14 or 15-year- 
old is allowed on the streets late at night, we suspect 
there is something drastically wrong with his folks, else 
why would he be allowed to roam? 

Some persons are inclined to write off these deeds as 
mischief — on the theory that “‘boys will be boys’’. But 
when their actions take the form of loosening bolts on the 
Swings, with the resulting possibility that a child will be 
seriously hurt, then we say that is more than a prank. And 
when they deliberately rip shingles off roofs and sink 
barrels under a raft, so that the jagged barrel edges may 
be an underwater menace, then we also say the time has 
come to make an honest effort to apprehend and prosecute 
those responsible, despite their age.
